GERMAN TROOPS INTO RHINE 


French troops moved this week to- 
wards her eastern frontier while Ger- 
man troops continued to march into 
the Rhineland zone, putting into effect 
the remilitarization of that area an- 
nounced by Chancellor Hitler on Sa- 
turday last. Hitler’s action marked 
Germany’s final defiance of the Ver- 
sailles treaty and _ simultaneously 
broke a provision of the Locarno pact. 

France responded by denouncing 
Germany’s action and refusing to ex- 
amine his substitute peace proposal. 
She ordered land and air forces to as- 
semble on the eastern frontiers. She 
also addressed an appeal to the Lea- 
gue of nations asking the council be 
summoned to consider the situation.

TERMS OF MONEY|: 


Almost Four Million Cars Entered 
Canada; One of the Big Infant 
Industries 


In 1935, the number of foreign cars 
entering the Dominion was 3,605,086, 
as compared with 3,261,848 in 1934, 
an increase or 343,238 or nearly ten 
per cent, according to a statement an- 
nounced by the Department of Na- 
tional Revenue at Ottawa. Ontario 
alone admitted 2,374,517 tourists, 757- 
450 entering through Fort Erie, 731,- 
491 through Windsor, and 622,625 
through Niagara Falls, 

| According to Jack Hableton, direc- 
tor of the Ontario Tourist Bureau, in 
/ten months of 1935, United States 
tourists spent a total of $70,000,000 
|in Ontario, and of this over $52,000,- 
000 was spent by tourists travelling 
|in automobiles and therefore not like- 
| ly to be bound to any set itinerary. A 
| total of 521,000 cars had sixty-day 
permits and 626 cars remained from 
| sixty days to six months, the rest re- 
maining for forty-eight hours or less. 

What do they spend? Mr. Humble- 

| ton figures it out this way: 

| A 48-hour car is worth $9.23; a 60- 
| day car is worth $72; a six month 
car is worth $422. 

| How do they spend it ?—20 per cent 
for transportation; 20 per cent for 
hotels and camps; 25 per cent in the 
| stores; 21 per cent for food; 8 per 
| cent for amusements; 6 per cent for 
gifts.

There can be only one answer to these questions and that is that people 
of ordinary intelligence and acumen who succumb to the wiles of the tricky 
financial gangster and invest hard earned savings in wild projects and 
doubtful schemes have permitted blind, unreasoning hope to supplant judg- 


ment and common sense. In other words, the desire to get something for 


nothing or to acquire a lot from a little is allowed to over-ride good sense. | 


The inevitable result of such lapse is disastrous speculation in schemes in 
which every card is stacked against the player. | 

And once the vietim has allowed himself to be tured into the net by 
promises of huge returns and great rewards it is astonishing how reluctant 
he is to admit even to himself that he has been ensnared even after the 
truth is revealed in unpleasant starkness. The net in which he is caught 
is made of golden meshes and rather than credit anything else he is ready 
to believe the most impossible stories and back up his faith by sending good 
money after bad until he is ultimately strangled. | 

A remarkable illustration of the operation of this psychological trait 
was recently unfolded in the expose of the “Drake estate” frauds in the 
Chicago courts when it was revealed that 70,000 residents of mid-western 
States had contributed a total of $1,350,000 to a group who represented 
they held claims to the Sir Francis Drake estate, consisting of incredible 
wealth in Great Britain plus title to debts owing the estate in 66 countries 
of the world with compound interest which had been piling up for 300 
years. It was represented that those who would contribute funds to enable 
the group to settle up the estate would reap a thousandfold on their invest- 
ment. | 


Even after the ringleader was sentenced to a ten-year term in jail 
money continued to roll in to his agents who collected on a commission 
basis to further their alleged efforts to “collect the estate’, evidence in the 
trial of 41 of these collectors revealed.

BRITAIN WILL TRY 
ANOTHER PLAN 
TO LIMIT ARMS 


London. —+ Great Britain indicated 
to naval conference quarters she in- 
tends to propose a new plan to ob- 
tain a world naval limitation treaty 
through bi-lateral negotiations with 
other powers. 

The move followed an announce- 
ment that the Italians are not pre- 
pared to sign a four-power treaty 
at present. The Rome delegation so 
advised the British government, It 
was understood they were not ready 
to proceed until the question of 
sanctions against Italy is settled. 

First discussions under the new 
plan will be with the Americans and} 
Germans if they accept the idea. 
Russia would probably be next ap- 
proached, with Japan, France and 
Italy following. 

The plan would be for each power 
to negotiate separately with the 
British and initial a draft treaty 
providing for the annual exchange of | 
information on building programs 
and limitation of the sizes and types 
of ships. 

The present four-power confer-| 
ence would be adjourned until near 
the end of the year. If all bilateral 
negotiations are completed by then, 
all powers would meet here to sign 
the treaty they had initialled. The,
